Gentlemen — 

I beg  to  present  to  you  my  report  on 
the  health  of  your  Urban  District  for  the  year  1915. 


It  has  been  made  out  in  accordance 
with  the  instructions  issued  by  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board,  as  under — 

“It  is  proposed  to  issue  this  year  the  usual 
memorandum  on  the  preparation  of  Annual  Re- 
ports. The  Board  consider  that  many  of  the 
details  usually  inserted  in  the  Annual  Report, 
such  as  a description  of  the  district,  and  of 
the  water  supply,  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
Etc.,  may  be  omitted,  and  that  the  Report  may 
be  confined  to  a record  of  what  ha^  taken 
place  during  the  year.” 
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BIRTHS. 

174  births  were  registered  during  the  year.  87  of  these 
were  male  and  87  were  female.  10  were  illegitimate. 

The  Birthrate*  was  27.6  per  1000  of  the  population. 

Last  year  it  was  28.2  per  1000.  The  birthrate  for  Eng- 
land and  Wales  for  1915  is  21.9  so  the  rate  for  your 
district  is  satisfactory. 


DEATHS. 

107  deaths  were  registered  in  the  district. 

One  death  was  of  a person  non-resident  in  the  district. 
11  residents  of  the  district  died  out  of  the  district. 
The  total  number  of  deaths  therefore  was  117. 

This  gives  a deathrate  of  18.3  per  1000  per  annum. 

The  Deathrate  last  year  was  17,4  per  annum. 

That  for  England  and  Wales  for  1915  was  15.1  per  1000 
27  of  these  were  under  one  year  of  age  which  gives 
an  Infantile  Deathrate  of  155  per  1000  of  children  born 

This  is  much  higher  than  last  year  when  it  was  87.8 
While  23  of  these  deaths  were  of  legitimate  children 
4 were  of  illegitimate  children. 

Tho  Infantile  deathrate  for  England  and  Wales  for 
1915  is  110  per  1000. 

One  of  these  deaths  was  caused  by  Measles  one  by 
Diphtheria  and  one  by  Woooping  Cough. 
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32  deaths  were  over  05  years  of  age  and  88  were  over 
one  year  of  age. 

Of  these  6 were  due  to  Tubercular  Disease  of  the 
Lungs. 

Cancer  caused  10  ; Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  caused 
15  and  4 were  due  to  Accident. 


INFANTILE  DEATHRATE, 

Of  the  20  infants  who  died  in  1915. 

4 were  illegitimate  2 Male  and  2 female. 

23  were  legitimate  12  male  and  11  female. 
The  causes  of  Death  were  : 

Measles  1 

Whooping  Cough  1 

Diphtheria  1 

Convulsions  8 

Bronchitis  2 

Pneumonia  3 

Diarrhoea  1 

Premature  Birth  5 

Marasmus  3 

Other  Causes  2 

Seven  were  under  1 month  old. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Diphtheria — 

One  case  was  notified  from  Egremont.  This  child 
died.  No  cause  could  be  discovered  and  no  other 
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suspicious  cases  occurred.  Two  separate  cases  were 
notified  from  Moor  Row.  No  cause  could  be  made 
out  in  these  cases.  One  recovered  at  home.  The 
other  died. 

Erysipelas— 

Three  cases  were  reported.  One  from  Bigrigg  and 
two  from  Moor  Row.  In  these  cases  the  premises 
were  inspected  and  no  defects  were  discovered. 

Scarlet  Fever 

10  cases  were  reported  in  all.  5 from  Egremont, 
4 from  Moor  Row  and  one  from  Bigrigg.  Six  of 
these  were  removed  to  Galemire  and  the  others  effect- 
ually isolated  at  home.  All  recovered  and  the  cases 
could  safely  be  called  mild. 

Tubercular  Disease — 

Two  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  reported 

Whooping  Cough — 

Whooping  Cough  was  prevalent  in  the  Spring  and 
caused  one  death. 

Measles  were  Epidemic  in  the  Summer  and  the  Schools 
were  closed  in  consequence  One  death  was  attri- 
buted to  this  cause. 

No  Offensive  Trades  have  been  carried  on  during  the 
year. 
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The  Schools  are  in  a good  sanitary  condition  with  a 
good  water  supply. 

FOOD. 

The  Milk  Supply  has  been  good.  Two  carcases  of 
cattle  were  inspected  and  ordered  to  be  destroyed. 

The  Bakehouses  & Slaughter  houses  are  in  good  order. 

Two  Common  Lodging  Houses  have  been  kept  in  a 
good  condition. 

The  Dairies  and  Cov/sheds  22  in  number  have  been 
kept  in  a good  condition. 

NEW  HOUSES 

Thirty  seven  of  the  Councils  new  houses  have  been 
occupied,  more  would  have  been  available  had  there 
been  more  labour  at  hand. 

Three  new  houses  have  been  built  at  Bigrigg. 

The  Workshops  and  Factories  42  in  number  have  been 
found  to  comply  with  the  regulations. 

Reports  have  been  sent  in  to  your  Council  every  four 
weeks  during  the  year. 

Statistical  Tables  and  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  Report 
are  enclosed.
